courts to enforce these ob- 
ligations. 

3. All unions to file annual 
reports with the department 
giving detailed information 
as to their constitutions, by- 
laws and organizational pro- 
cedures, showing that their 
members have the right to 
vote in secret at intervals of 
not more than four years on 
local officers or in the case 
of national elections either 
directly by secret ballot or 
through delegate bodies so 
elected. 

4. That all employers re- 
port to the department all 
their financial dealings with 
unions and their representa- 
tives and that labor repre- 
sentatives likewise report fi- 
nancial dealings with em- 
ployers either directly or 
through a third party. This 
is intended to strike at col- 
lusion and bribery between 
management and labor lead- 
ers 

Would Set Up Bureau. 

5. Creation tin the Depart- 
ment of Labor of a commis- 
sioner of labor reports to ad- 
minister the program of re- 
porting and disclosure of 
general union funds, conflict 
of interest, internal affairs 
of unions and welfare and 
pension funds, The commis- 
sioner would have authority 
to disclose the information 
he receives, seek injunctions 
against violations of the re- 
porting requirements, in- 

| vestigate the accuracy of the 
reports with subpena power 
| and power to compel testi-

| 6. Embezzlement of gen- 
eral union funds, false state- 
ments and entries and wilful 
destruction of books and 
records to be made a felony, 
and a new bribery section to 
be added to the federal crim-, 
inal code making it a felony 
for an employer or his repre- 
sentative or any union offi- 
cial or his representative to 
make or receive payments to 
influence improperly 
actions of the other in labor- 
management matters. Im- 
munity could be granted 
witnesses to facilitate prose- 
cuting under this section. 

For failure of a union to 
file true financial and or- 
ganizational reports, this 
section proposes, in addition 
to denial of access to the 
services of the National 
Labor Relations Board, that 
bargaining certification be 
revoked and that tax exemp- 
tion be forfeited. 

7. Amend the secondary 
boycott provisions to make it 
clear that they prevent di- 
rect coercion of an employer 
to cease doing business with 
another, coercion of employ- 
ers to enter into agreements 
with the union to cease using 
the products of or cease do- 
ing business with another 
employer and accomplishing 
these ends by inducing em- 
ployes to refuse to perform 
services.

Liquid oxygen boils in air 
and dissipates rapidly. At the

Solid propellant requires no 
complicated plumbing and can 
be burned from the center out 
so that it supplies its own 
insulation. Recent advances 
have made it from one and 
one-half to two times as power- 
ful as a similar volume of 
liquid propellent. 

In addition it has the over- 
whelming advantage of making 
the loaded missiles storable, or 
in constant readiness on their 
launching pads.

To stop this, and to pre-

Washington Incident.

Postage Should Go Up 

One recommendation in President Eisen- 
hower’s budget message deserves favorable 
action in this Congress—not to balance the 
budget, which is probably beyond balancing, 
but to put a vital public service on a sensible 
basis. This is the renewed request for an in- 
crease in postal rates. , 


A year ago the Administration, led by Post- 
master General Summerfield, attempted to in- 
crease the letter rate from 3 cents to 4. 
That failed to pass although the National Asso- 
ciation of Postmasters, representing 33,000 post- 
masters, not only supported thé increase, but 
campaigned for it widely over the country. In 
St. Louis Postmaster Dickmann was the leader 
in the effort. 


The Post-Dispatch said then and repeats now 
that an increase in postal rates—including first- 
class rates which have not been raised since 
1932—is desirable. For the Administration to 
propose a 2-cent first-class increase when it 
could not get a l-cent boost last year seems 
a bit on the unreal side. Perhaps the additional 
cent is designed as a trading point so Congress 
may shave the proposal to the 4cent rate of 
last year. 


Certainly the Postoffice Department ought to 
charge more also for handling mail advertising. 
So-called “junk mail’’—that addressed to mere- 
ly “Occupant”—ought either to be eliminated 
or charged for at higher rates. The mail ad- 
vertiser does not deserve a subsidy to help him 
pass out his handbills via the letter carrier's 
sack. 


Neither do second or third class mail pay 
their fair share of postal service maintenance. 
Despite some recent increases in these rates, 
some second-class mail still enjoys a subsidy. 
This is a long-standing policy intended to en- 
courage the education of the public. But today 
it is largely the means whereby advertising ma- 
terial is circulated at little cost. These rates 
should be increased gradually so as not to work 
a severe hardship on worthy publications of 
meager income. Last year the proposal was for 
an increase of 15 per cent a year for four years. 

One thing which the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion ought to do and a thing which it has been 
resisting is to follow the proposals of the Hoover 
Commission in the elimination of patronage and 
a continuing measure of spoils in the selection 
and handling of personnel. This is a basic recom- 
mendation which can be put in effect without 
any change in postage rates whatever. 


There is no law that requires the postal serv- 
ice to pay its way and some citizens feel strong- 
ly that it ought not to do so. But there can be 
no serious objection to adjustments in rates 
which make them more nearly commensurate 
with the services enjoyed. The cost of handling 
the mails has gone up rapidly along with other 
costs, but postal rates have not kept pace. 
This is the fundamental fact on which Congress 
should base its study and response to the White 
House’s proposals. 
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Hopes in Judge McMullan 


Circuit Judge David A. McMullan, resigning 
the chairmanship of the Board’ of Children’s 
Guardians to become the first full-time Judge of 
the Juvenile Court, deserves the community's 
thanks for the service given to that post. Dur- 
ing the four years he has served as its head the 
Board has made solid progress. Through his 
work with it Judge McMullan has gained experi- 
ence and insight which will stand him in very 
good stead indeed in his new role as Judge of 
the Juvenile Court. 

We look for good things to come from this 
strengthening of the court. There is still much 
to be done, but a start has been made, and a 
good one. The atmosphere in which the new 
Judge will function will be conducive to recon- 
struction, thanks to Missouri's new juvenile 


code, modeled upon progressive lines and one 


of the best in the country. 

Missouri possesses a proud history in this 
field. Its first juvenile courts were established, 
at St. Louis and Kansas City, away back in 1903. 
Even then the principle on which they were 
based was that of treating the young people 
who came under their jurisdiction not as crim- 
inals but as misdirected and misguided. That 
principle has now been reaffirmed with added 
vigor. May St. Louis’s Juvenile Court under 
Judge McMullan serve as a genuine conservator 
of one of the richest assets any community can 
have—its boys and girls. 
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Unanimated Politics 

There is nothing of Hollywood fanfare in the 
House Republican campaign committee's an- 
nouncement of a 4'4-minute film depicting the 
launching of an American earth satellite. G.O.P. 
spokesmen insist that there is “no politics” in 
the film, and naturally they will not use it in 
their campaigns until an American satellite is 
launched. They have had to base their film on 
animated drawings, of course. Despite the Re- 
publican precautions and disavowals of political 
intent, however, the Democrats may feel obliged 
to respond with an equally non-political film de- 
picting tardiness in orbiting a satellite. This 
film would consist ‘of only slightly animated 
drawings, and might be used at any time.

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Claude G. Bowers: Jeffersonian 

In the middle 1920s, when the country was 
recklessly riding the postwar boom, a thin, quick 
man would rush into the New York Public Lt- 
brary almost every day on his lunch hour, work 
feverishly in the Reconstruction newspaper files 
and then hurry back down to Park Row where 
he had his regular work to do. He was Claude 
G. Bowers, editorial writer for The New York 
Evening World, pursuing, as time allowed, the 
historical research that gave us “The Tragic 
Era.” Few books of history have been better 
documented. After nearly 30 years, his vivid 
account of those wild years and their contend- 
ing personalities has still not been superseded. 

Mr. Bowers, who died in Manhattan at the 
age of 79, had a range of interests in life that 
suggested the broad sweep of Jefferson who be- 
came his hero, as well as co-subject, along with 
Hamilton, of one of his biographies. Bowers 
also fought out the robust battles of the Jackson 
period in a book on Old Hickory, and of the 
Progressive era 75 years later in a life of his 
fellow Hoosier, Senator Beveridge. When he 
picked up the past and put it on a page, it had 
the pulse beat of the present. 

After re law, the young Claude Bowers 
turned to journalism and with that to polli- 
tics. Made a Democrat by long association with 
Jefferson, he ran for Congress from the Terre 
Haute district in 1904. He lost, but a quarter 
century later he stood high enough in his party 
to deliver a memorable nominating speech for 
Alfred E. Smith. In the Roosevelt Administra- 
tion, he served as Ambassador to Spain, in a re- 
vival of the tradition of the man-of-letters diplo- 
mat. But Madrid was only briefly a post of 
comfort. In Spain's bitter civil war he looked 


out for young Americans who went over to fight 


Fascism in the Abraham Lincoln brigade. 
And when Washington recognized Dictator Fran- 
co he resigned and came home. Jefferson would 
never have had any truck with that pompous 
little Fascist. Neither would Claude Bowers. 


Who’s Comprehensive Now? 

The Federal Power Commission could scarcely 
be worse confused. It has decided against the 
Mountain Sheep-Pleasant Valley project on the 
Snake river on the basis of a situation virtu- 
ally identical with that which led it to decide in 
favor of the Idaho Power Co.'s dam projects at 
Hell’s Canyon in 1955. 

Mountain Sheep and Pleasant Valley dams 
would be inferior, the FPC decided, in both flood 
control and power production, to a single high 
dam at the Nez Perce. site farther downstream. 
They were, said the commission, not best 
adapted to comprehensive river development. 

Everything the FPC has said about the Moun- 
tain Sheep-Pleasant Valley project could be said 
with greater emphasis of the Idaho Power proj- 
ects at Hell’s Canyon. Of the two, the Idaho 
Power dams are the more grossly inadequate. 
They fall shorter of equalling the benefits of a 
single high federal dam at Hell’s Canyon than 


‘ Mountain Sheep-Pleasant Valley falls short of 


equalling the benefits at Nez Perce. 

A mandate of Congress rests upon the FPC to 
choose, from among competing plans, the one 
that offers the most “comprehensive” develop- 
ment of natural resources. But Congress did 
not make clear what it meant by “comprehen- 
sive.” And when the FPC can assess two in- 
adequate plans and accept the.pcorer one as 
“comprehensive” and reject the other one as 
“not comprehensive,” it must he evident -that 
the most lucid definitions have not been set up 
there either. 

Six Senators from three states of the Pacific 
Northwest want to improve the language of the 
mandate. Theirs is the region suffering most 
directly from FPC’'s confusion in the Columbia 
River valley (the Snake flows into the Colum- 
bia). Senators Magnuson and Jackson of Wash- 
ington, Morse and Neuberger of Oregon and 
Murray and Mansfield of Montana want to see 
the criteria for “comprehensive” spelled out. 

It will not be easy to do. The six Senators 
are under no misapprehension that their first- 
draft attempt accomplishes it. Eschewing pride 
of authorship, they invite collaboration. The 
best that can be done may not be perfect, but 
it can be an improvement. At least Congress 
has learned what a contradictory mess can re- 
sult from leaving the defining up to the 
commission. 
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Mr. Dulles to the Middle East 


The State Department is well justified in 
treating with scorn and derision the Soviet at- 
tempt to depict Secretary Dulles’s trip to the 
Middle East as a missile-base mission. 

Turkey, as a member of NATO and a recipient 
of much military aid in the past, is a logical can- 
didate for missile bases under the NATO agree- 
ment, but there is no apparent reason why 
any other member of the Baghdad pact should 
be asked to take them under that agreement. 
When the State Department denies any inten- 
tion of doing so, and emphasizes that the only 
purpose of Mr. Dulles’s journey is to express 
sympathy and support for the Baghdad pact, it 
can be believed. 

The Kremlin probably knows this, and yet for 
propaganda purposes the combination of a mis- 
sile scare and a Dulles visit is irresistible. We 
can expect the Soviets to make the most of it 
throughout the Baghdad pact conference. 

If that pact were supported by all the nations 
of the Middle East, Mr. Dulles’s ostentatious 
backing of it would be comparatively simple. 
Unfortunately the pact is bitterly opposed by 
Egypt and Syria and distrusted even among 
Arabs of the member countries. It is to whip 
up feelings of these elements that the Soviets 
are trying to paint the pact as a blind for mis- 
sile bases, and Mr. Dulles’s identification with 
power rather than peace in diplomacy creates 
the opportunity. 

If Mr. Dulles’s trip creates good will. among 
Baghdad pact members, it is likely to create 
ill will among the non-members. Whether the 
one will outweigh the other we shall have to 
wait to see. 
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All the Way in St. Louis County 

The Litzinger case ought to be brought to a 
conclysion as expeditiously as legally possible. 
The St. Louis county Sheriff is charged at Jef- 
ferson City with stealing $261 from the State of 
Missouri. A felony cloud is serious in any case, 
but it is especially so when it involves an offi- 
cial who must be counted on to execute a pub- 
lic trust. If he is convicted, the state will have 
the further responsibility of seeking his ouster, 
as it did in the case of former Sheriff Mosley. 

Regardless of the outcome of the theft pro- 
ceedings in Cole county, this case and the case 
of Sheriff Mosley suggest action in St. Louis 
county to abolish the office of Sheriff. St. Louis 
county does not need a Sheriff or Constables. 


By Charter amendment the independently- 
elected posts of Sheriff, the four Constables and 
the Circuit Clerk might very well be combined 
into a bureau of legal administration either 
under the Circuit Judges or the County Super- 
visor. The County Police could and should be 
given responsibility for running the County Jail. 

The County Councilmen can and should pro- 
pose Charter changes that would combine these 
offices and take them out of politics. Reform 
is popular in St. Louis county, as attested by the 
first County Charter amendment adopted three 
years ago. In a turnout of about 70 per cent of 
the registration, the people voted almost five 
to one to strip the Sheriff's office of its law 
enforcement functions. 

It is now time to go all the way and eliminate 
the Sheriff's office altogether. 
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Stepping Up the Polaris Missile 

One of the most encouraging bits of national 
defense news is Secretary of Defense McElroy’s 
disclosure that the Polaris ballistic missile for 
submarines will be ready for use in 1960, two 
years earlier than had been expected. 

Since it is to burn solid fuel instead of liquid, 
is designed for the most acute accuracy and is 
to be launched either from surface or from un- 
der water, the Polaris should prove to be a 
major weapon. It is not surprising that the 
Navy should announce it is going to seek funds 
for nine nuclear-powered submarines to carry 
the first Polaris missiles.

probably no relation. 


The clipping reads as follows: “St. 
Louis, Jan. 3— Alphonse J. Dulle’s 
neighbors filed suit today for $2000 
damages because his mailbox is white 
with black lettering. They want the 
court to force him to paint it black 
with white lettering like all the others 
in the 29-house development.” 

Well, today, Khrushchev, Secretary 
Dulles and the other distractions 
seemed quiescent and I couldn't stand 
it any longer, anyway, so I put in a 
call to St. Louis. 

Press rooms are noisy places, so 
I called the house and got Mrs. Dulle. 
There was a cagey note of suspicion 
in her voice and I wasn't surprised.

Clearly, the Dulles are an em- 
battled family and I gathered they 
were not enjoying their lonely, if lofty 
isolation.

A TOUCH OF THE POET, by Eugene 

O'Neill. (Yale, 182 pgs. $3.75.) 

This last of Eugene O’Neill’s full- 
length plays is a fitting conclusion, 
being the most outspoken émbodiment 
of the theme that haunted the play- 
wright’s declining years: the troubled 
Irishman in alien corn. The play 
concerns the misfortunes of Cornelius 
Melody, a native of Ireland who was 
formerly an officer under Wellington 
and at the opening of the play is pro- 
prietor of an unprofitable tavern busi- 
ness in Massachusetts. Through four 
acts Melody keens his past glories 
and present fate to the accompani- 
ment of innumerable lines of the 
worst of Lord Byron's generally bad 
verse. 

In his later years Eugene O'Neill 
took himself seriously and sought to 
identify himself with a people or 
tradition, sort of a la Thomas Mann. 
First indication of this and of O’Neill’s 
decline evinces itself in “A Moon for 
the Misbegotten,” a depressing and 
inconclusive but dramatically effec- 
tive play which James Dunn pre- 
miered in St. Louis about 10 years 
ago but which was wisely withheld 
a a Broadway appearance at that 
ime. 

O'Neill’s continued prolixity and 
his ambition to imbue himself and 
his Irish-American subjects with 
greatness are creditable but largely 
counterfeit. Since the character Mel- 
ody is presented as having served 
under Wellington, O'Neill might have 
profited by reading Shaw's contrast 
of the English sailor Nelson and the 
Irish soldier Wellington, wherein Nel- 
son is termed a romantic fool and 
Wellington a man of humor and com- 
mon sense. 

O'Neill’s concept of the Irishman 
as tragic and frustrated in a foreign 
land is not indorsed by the Irish who 
in general disprove it. They are 
mainly a practical and ingenious peo- 
ple, at home in any land. They do 
not mind some fun poked at them, 
but resent being portrayed as Byron- 
spouting frantic fools like Cornelius 
Melody.

Callas Triumphs in Chicago 


Where She Made Her Debut 


CHICAGO, Jan. 23 (UP)— 
Tempestuous Maria Meneghini 
Callas scored one of the great- 
est triumphs of her career last 
night, overcoming a case of 
nerves to sing seven arias and 
captivate a Chicago audience. 

The prima donna, admitting 
she was “nervous but happy,” 
appeared near the breaking 
point when she was rushed by 
photographers shortly before 
going on stage, but she sudden- 
ly relaxed and her performance 
came off smoothly. 

A sell-out crowd of 3800 
persons jammed the opera 
house for the Alliance Fran- 
caise benefit performance. (The 
Associated Press said Mme. 
Callas was reported to have re- 
ceived $10,000, and the alliance 
was reported to have realized 


$12,000 for its scholarship 
fund). 
Mme. Callas received a 


standing ovation necessitating 
more than a dozen curtain 
calls at the end. 

It was a triumphant return 
for the temperamental soprano 
who began her operatic career 


in Chicago and one vowed 
never to appear here again 
after a run-in with process 
servers. 


The performance was con- 
sidered a stern test, coming as 
it did on the heels of a near 
riot she touched off in Rome 
three weeks ago when she quit 
after the first act of “Norma.” 

Chicago critics described her 
performance in glowing terms. 
Don Henahan of the Chicago 
Daily News wrote: 

“Maria Meneghini Callas can 
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opera singer, 


“The applause was justified, 
too, No opera singer in active 
duty today can seize an au- 
dience’s imagination and com- 
mand its respect as completely 
as Maria Callas did here. Not 
always a triumph of pure vo- 
calism, her performance was 
great theater.

BONN, Jan, 23 (UP)—Chan- 
cellor Adenaur said tonight 
West Germany could not ex- 
pect “American boys” to de- 
| fend NATO’s front line if they 
were denied nuclear weapons. 

The 82-year-old Chancellor 
interviewed in a foreign affairs 
debate in the crowded Bunde- 
stag (lower house of Parlia- 
|" ment) after Foreign Minister 
'Heinrich Von Brentano said 
| West Germany was not pre- 
pared to renounce nuclear 
weapons for West Germany 
and would not deny them to 
Allied troops stationed in West 
_ Germany. 
| Adenauer said Polish For- 


eign Minister Adam Rapacki's | 


plan for an atom-free zone in 
'Europe—including West Ger- 
many—would result in United 
States troops being withdrawn 
from German soil. 


He said a comprehensive, | 


controlled disarmament agree- 
ment—not a neutralized zone— 
‘was the only sure means of 
'relaxing international tension. 

Brentano told the Bundestag 
that exclusion of nuclear weap- 
ons would be “dangerous and 


Utopian” ‘*- the face of the 
Soviet threat. “ 
He said \...t G.rmany would 


honor its self-imposed pledge 
not to produce nuclear weap- 
ons. Then he adced: 

“In view of the growing 
military power of the Soviet

WHEN AN AGENCY of our Government sets out to 


» Spray 20,000,000 acres of land in nine states with a deadly 


poison, the matter is of more than éasual interest. When 
it does this without widespread publie knowledge, discus- 
sion, évaluation and con- 
sent jor the program— 
or an iota of assur- 
ance that it will result 
in n6 serious damage to 
human and other life— 
then the whole project 
needs looking into. The 
indiscriminate use of 
toxic and poisonous 
chemicals as insecticides, 
fungicides and pesticides 
by farmers, trick gar- 
defiers, foresters, nur- 
serymen and Govern- 
ment agencies has al- 
réady reached 4 point 
where many authorities 
beliéve it éarries a high 
potential of danger to all 
life. Some of them éven 
rank it in seriousness 
with the threat of radio- 
active fallout. Certainly 
has come to call at least a 


it would seem the time 
temporaty halt to the use of these poisons, necessary as 
they often seém, until research data can furnish incontro- 
vertible proof that such use does net and will not result 
in serious Gamage to human and other useful life. 


THE AGENCY referred to above is the United States 
Department of Agriculture. The spray program will be 
carried on in a gigantic effort to wipe out the recently 
imported fire ant which, it can be freely granted, is a 
tremendous menace to livestock, certain crops and—in 
rare instances—to human life. But the poison that the 
department is using to kill the fire ants is dieldrin, which 
happens to be just as poisonous to human beings, many 
forms of domestic livéstock and pets, game birds, song- 
birds, fish, furbéarers and éven snakes, lizards and frogs. 


The Department of Agriculture announces 
that their huge spray program, which has already 
started, will be carried on by every practical 
means but chiefly by air; and that the poisonous 
dieldrin will be applied at the rate of two pounds 
per acré. The trouble with airplane spraying is 
that it ean never be done accurately enough to 
insure that the entire target area is covered or 
that parte of it may be covered not once but 
mafhy times. 


In a spray program against gypsy moth that the 
Department of Agriculture undertook in the East last 
year, DDT was used as the poisoning agent at the theo- 
retical rate of one pound per acre. In view of the known 
dangers of indiscriminate spraying of DDT over the land- 
scape and the lack of any solid evidence that this particular 
program would accomplish its purpose, many citizens 
protestéd vigorously against the whole project. These 
included dairy farmers, truck gardeners, estate owners 
and others. 


ALTHOUGH THE PROTESTS did no good, they did 
assure that many people checked the results of the 
spraying. Some areas were covered five times, getting 
a dose of five pounds of DDT per acre. Vegetable crops 
wére poisoned to the point where they had to be con- 
demned and destroyed. Milk was shown to carry the same 
percentage of DDT a: the vegetables, but there was no 
legal prohibition against sélling milk loaded with the 
poison. The repercussions of this ruthless invasion of 
individual rights by an agency of Government have not 
yet died down. 


In Canada &@ somewhat similar case brought more 
serious action. Here a vast tract of forest land belonging 
to a paper company was sprayed with DDT which resulted 
in totally destroying the salmon run in an important 
rivér. The paper company was sued by the canneries for 
a huge sum, although the case is not yet settled. 

Research carried on by the United States Fish and 
Wildlife Service has established definitely that, while 
spraying with DDT has little effect on adults of various 
species of game and songbirds, there is a tremendous 
effect of the young thereaftef hatched by these birds. 
Many of the eggs are infertile and a large percentage of 
those that do hatch produce abnormal young. Even where 
the birds are not sprayed directly, but absorb DDT in 
their food as when insects and plants are covered by the 
poison, the second generation becomes incapable of 
reproduction. 


Dieldrin is admitted to be far more toxic than 
DDT and is, in fact, one of the deadliest of moderh 
insecticidés. A pound of it is sufficiently poison- 
ous to kill 4,000,000 quail chicks, according to the 
Fish and Wildlife Service. The California Depart- 
ment of Fish and Game found that dieldrin 
sprayed at a concentration of 112 pounds per acre 
caused the death of quail, pheasants, gophers, jack 
rabbits, dogs, chickens, geese and turkeys. 


How many smaller but necessary organisms were 
destroyed would be impossible to count. The chief danger 
from the poisons lies in their cumulative effect and it is 
by' this effect that thé human system is most apt to be 
harmed. We absorb the poisons in the foods We eat, the 
milk we drink and directly from such programs as the 
one now being carried out by the Department of Agricul- 
ture. What is the point of concentration at which disastrous 
results may start to show up—if not in this generation, 
then in the one that comes after it? 


ONE GROUP that questions the wisdom of the whole 
poison spray program is the National Audubon Society 
whose président, John H. Baker, has stated: “We can 
well understand that citizéns in the states affected by the 
fire ant are eager to have this troublesome insect con- 
trolled. But we doubt véry much that they would be eager 
to have their countryside doused with lethal chémicals 
if they knew the extent to which they, their livestock, and 
those that consume the crops produced in the area may 
suffer.”

The Egg 


FROM A SMALL SURVEY 
I have been conducting I find 
that more afd more men are 
cooking their own breakfasts 
these days. We won't go into 
the. reasons. 

The situation is creating a 
vast army of amateur chefs in 
the field of egg cookery. The 
average mah, when he first 
finds himself cooking his own 
breakfast, usually winds up 
with a pair of greasy fried eggs 
and some burnt toast. 

In time he says to himself 
there must be something bet- 
ter, so he either learns’ some- 
thing about cookifig eggs, or 
starts eating breakfast at the 
nearest cafeteria. Since the 
néarest cafeteria probably 
doesn't do any bétter than he 
has been doing, he usually 
comes around to learning how 
to cook an egg. 

It’s surprising how many 
men can’t scramble an egg. 
For that matter, it’s surprising 
how many women can’t stram- 
ble an egg. Most people take 
the word quite literally, and 
assume that if you méss the 
€gg@ around over some heat, 
you've got scrambled eggs. 
Heaven forfend. 

There are, I will admit, two 
schools of thought on the sub- 
ject. Here is the way one 
school does it. Put a generous 
amount of butter in a pan and 
get it hot, but don’t burn it, 
Break in the eggs and watch 
them carefully. When they be- 
gin to set, start stirring them 
around with a fork and keép 


stirring like mad. Add 4 little 
salt and pepper and when they 
reach the consistency you like, 
you've got it. The trick is not 


to overcook them. It makes 
them tough. 
NOW THE OTHER school 


of egg scramblers, of which I 
happen to be a membér, does 
it this way. Break the eggs 
into a bowl and add a table- 
spoon of cream for each egg. 
Beat them with a fork, and 
then pour them into the pan, 
which has been liberally 
adorned with butter. Stir them 
as they cook, take them up 
while they are still moist. 

There are some purists who 
insist that an eg@ can only be 
scrambled in a double boiler.

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Your Income Tax 


Rules Are 


On Exemptions 
By C. K. Hodenfield

(Third of a Series.) 

EXEMPTIONS ARE wonderful things. They can even 
make you love your mother-in-law. 

Every exemption you claim knocks $600 right off 
the top of your gross income, making jt tax free. Since 
the amount for each 
exemption is so large, 


THE ONLY TIME MY SON- the rules are precise and 
IN-LAW APPRECIATES  wigid. Within those rules, 
/ however, you should 


claim every exemption to 
which you are entitled. 
There are three types 
of exemptions: for your- 
self, or for yourself and 
spouse if you are filing 
a joint return; for your 
children, and for “others.” 
That’s the order in whieh 
they appear on your in- 
come tax forms, so that 
is the order in which they'll be taken up here. 

Each taxpayer gets at least one exemption for himself. 
He is entitled to another if he is 65 or over (even if he 
reached his sixty-fifth birthday on the last day of 1957). 

’ And he is entitled to still another if he is blind. 

The same rules apply to married couples who file 
joint returns. If both are 65 or over they are entitled to 
four exemptions; if one is 65 or over and the other is 
under that age, they get three exemptions. 


Now, about the children. The big thing here 
is that—to be claimed as an exemption—they must 
have received more than half their support from 
you during the tax year. You can claim one 
exemption for each child, stepchild or legally 
adopted child who was not more than 18 years 
old at any time during the tax year. Within this 
age group it doesn’t matter how much income the 
child had, so long as you paid more than half of 
his or her support. 


If the child reached age 19 during the tax year or is 

* even older you may still claim an exemption if he or she 
is a full-time student or had a taxable income of less 
than $600 for the year—and still providing that you paid 


* more than half the support costs. 


IN ADDITION to exemptions for yourself, your spouse 
and your children, you may claim other dependents 
whether or not they are related to you. These dependents, 
however, have to meet some pretty stiff requirements. 

To qualify as exemptions for you these dependents 
must: 1. Have received less thari $600 in total reportable 
income during 1957; 2. Have received more than half their 
support from you; 3. Have not filed a jeint return for 
1957 with their spouse; 4. Be a citizen or resident of the 
United States or a resident of Canada, Mexico, the 
Republic of Panama or the Canal Zone; 5. Either have 

. been a member of your household for the entire taxable 
year, or be related to you. If you are filing a joint return, 
they may be related to either husband or wife. 

Relatives who may qualify under these provisions are: 
mother, father, mother-in-law, father-in-law, brother, sister, 
stepbrother, stepsister, brother-in-law, sister-in-law, son- 
in-law, daughter-in-law, stepmother, stepfather, grand- 
parents, grandchildren or—when related by blood—aunt, 
uncle, niece or nephew. 

Note that rule 5 above says they must either have 
been a member of your household for the entire tax year, 

_or must be related to you. Thus, a foster child would not 
qualify as a relative, but might qualify if he or she had 
spent the entire year in your household and met the other 
provisions as fo income, age, support, etc. 


You may have noted above that one of the 
provisions for claiming an exemption is that the 
dependent does not have a reportable income of 
$600 or more during the year. 

Not all income need be reported. Social 
security payments, for instance, are tax-free and 
need not be reported, and so are most inheritances 
and death benefits from insurance policies. 


THERE IS one more thing to be considered while 
we're discussing exemptions—the case where several per- 
sons together contribute more than half the support of 
an individual during the year, but no one alone contrib- 
uted more than half.

Each 
ether person in the group files a statement with the 
IRS declaring that he or she is not claiming the same 
exemption for the same tax year. 

In this way, each member of the group may take his 
turn in claiming an exemption to which none of the group 
would ordinarily be entitled.

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Rigid Morros Tells of Weak Links in Red Spy Chain 


It's a Combination of Brutal Efficiency and Incredible Naivete—Counterspy Becomes Ring Leader 


(Fifth of a Series.)

IN AUGUST 1951, Vitaly 
Tcherniavsky left Vienna for 
good. Before he did, he re- 
vealed to me that he was being 
transferred to the Far East to 
supervise security measures for 
tests “of a fantastic new weap- 
on.” On Jan. 23, 1952, Tcher- 
niavsky’s GPU successor, 
Aphanassey Yefimov, told me, 
“It’s a shame the big, new 
weapon didn’t work out.” He 
said that three foreign scien- 
tists working on the project— 
an American, an Italian and an 
Englishman — had lost their 
lives in the test. This prob- 
ably was the Soviet H-bomb— 
which the world didn’t become 
aware of until August 1953. 


The ramifications of the So- 
viet secret police came to me 
with full force some months 
later. I had been told that the 
Russians had recruited several 
Catholic “labor priests” in 
France to exploit unrest among 
the workers. On Dec. 30, 1953, 
I was driven to a meeting with 
Yefimov in a house near the 
Prater Park in Vienna. As I 
walked into the house, I not- 
iced two priests at the entrance 
to the basement garage. 


In my notes for that day, I 
wrote: 


“As Yefimov and I talked, 
I heard a shot somewhere 
close by in the house. Ye- 
fimov looked at his watch. 
‘Well, that’s over with,” he 
said. As I left, I saw only 
one priest. He was on his 
knees, praying.” 


Along with this brutal effi- 
clency of Soviet intelligence, 
there also are several weak- 
nerses. One of these is an 
almost incredible naivete. For 
example. I carry a badge sig- 
nifying that I am a deputy 
sheriff of Los Angeles county. 
These badges are given out to 
scores of celebrities and near 
celebrities in Hollywood. Yet 
the top GPU officials ex- 
pressed an enormously childish 
admiration for my skill in in- 
filtrating such a well-known 
United States law-enforcement 
agency. Similarly, they were 
overwhelmed at my courage in 
making what was nothing more 
than the usual tourist visit to 
the FBI headquarters when I 
was in Washington on one of 
my trips to the United States. 


Another major weakness in 
the Soviet espionage machine 
is the element of human frailty. 
A basic espionage rule is that 
the members of a ring must 
always meet clandestinely. 
Soble completely ignored the 
rule. In the summer of 1950, 
he and his wife, Myra, shared 
a villa at Villerville, on the 
Channel coast of France, with 
two other members of the spy 
ring, George and Jane Zlatov- 
ski. Later that summer, the 
Sobles, the Zlatovskis and I 
spent two riotous weeks at a 
spa in Austria. 


THIS INTIMACY inevitably 
led to trouble. The Sobles and 
the Zlatovskis began fighting 
over a Paris apartment that 
the daughter of a United States 
Senator had turned over to 
Jack. The bitterness grew un- 
til the two couples were accus- 
ing each other of being FBI 
agents. 


Sobie’s frailties became more 
apparent in 1951. After 30 
years of frugal living as a So- 
viet spy, he got to like his cap- 
italistic existence as the head 
of the prospering “bristle fac- 
tory in France, which the So- 
viets had provided him as a 
“cover.” For months, he did 
no spying, sending messages to 
Moscow through me that he 
had to lie low because he was 

“spitting blood.” In Soviet spy 
parlance, that “Means that he 
was under suspicion by the 
French police. Now, my assign- 
ments for both the FBI ‘and 
the G.P.U. became identical. 
Both asked me to do every- 
thing in my power to maintain 
the ring’s status quo. The Rus- 
sians didn’t want to lose the 
services of experienced agents 
who knew too much; the FBI 
wanted enough evidence to 
convict the principals. 

Beginning in June 1951 I 
started to collect the evidence, 


June 13, 1951: George Zla- 
tovski-came to my apartment 
in Vienna. He gave me a 10- 
page typewritten letter to 
forward to my G.P.U. con- 
tact. It was signed “Rector” 
and “Slang,” the respective 
code names of himself and. 
-his wife. The letter, typewrit- 
ten in English, accused Soble 
of capitalistic greed, devia- 
tion and egomania. The Zla- 
tovskis requested that if it 
was decided that they were no 
longer useful for clandestine 
work, steps be taken to place 
them back in the Communist 
party in the United States. 
I told Zilatovski, “Who will

read a 10-page English let- 
ter? Why don’t you write a 
small summary in Russian?” 
He then wrote a two-page 
synopsis in his own hand- 
writing. I turned both the 
letter and the synopsis over 
to the FBI. 

On March 11, 1952, I was 
told by my GPU contact, Ye- 
fimov, that I now was the head 
of the ring and that my main 
job was to induce Soble to 
come to Moscow for confer- 
ences. At the Dominique res- 
taurant in Paris on March 18, 
1952, I gave Soble this mes- 
sage. He refused to go. I asked 
him to give me a written state- 
ment explaining why he would

not comply with my request. 
He went to the washroom and 
wrote a short note to Alex- 
ander Korotkov, the head of 
the GPU’s foreign division. He 
signed the note “Peter.” In it, 
he said that he and “Ludmilla” 
(the code name for Myra Soble) 
were both sick and that “our 
friend (myself) will explain the 
nature of the sickness.” This 
was the first written statement 
I obtained in which Soble es- 
tablished the ‘conspiracy be- 
tween himself and Myra and 
the Soviet secret police.

Student Exchange

GRAND RAPIDS, Mich., 
Jan. 23. 


I SPOKE last week to the 
boys at Milbrook (N. Y.) school 
on the subject of the Soviet 
Union. After a number of ques- 
tions, one of the boys finally 
asked: “If Soviet students are 
over here for four years, how 
is it they don’t understand the 
United States and tell about it 
when they go back?” 


I had to explain that while 
almost every school has a 
number of foreign students, 
none as yet has any from 
Russia. 


I pointed out that I under- 
stood student exchanges be- 
tween the United States and 
the Soviet Union are under dis- 
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cussion by the two govern- 
ments and that we may ar- 


range for students as well as | 


professional exchanges on a 
higher level but that so far 
this has not materialized. 


SEVERAL DAYS 
found myself facing the boys 
at Choate School, Wallingford, 
Conn., together with some 
charming girls who had been 
invited there by the boys and 
were able to make the visit 
despite the fact that they had 
examinations the next day. 

At Choate, there are a good 
many foreign students and the 
boys there know that no stu- 
dent from the Soviet Union 
has been admitted to this 
country. Headmaster Seymour 
St. John, however, is hopeful 
that, if an exchange is ar- 
ranged, he mey be fortunate 
in having one such student next 
year. 


It will be interesting, I 
think, for the school that 
gets the first Soviet students 
te come to this country. I 
imagine that their visits will 
be on a reciprocal basis.

The FBI wanted to find out 
who was running spy opera- 
tions for the GPU in New 
York. The Russians eventually 
did arrange for me to meet the 
new contact in New York. 


March 28, 1952: I met 
Yefimov at the usual apart- 
ment in Vienna. He said 
that in order to meet my new 
contact, I am to stand in 
front of 58 West Fifty-eighth 
street, New York City, at 3 
p.m. on the first Tuesday of 
each month. I am to carry 
under my arm an album of 
records of the latest hit mu- 
sical comedy in New York. 
The contact will approach 
me and say, “Did you hear 
those records?” I am to say, 
“No, I just bought them at 
the Liberty Music shop on 
Madison avenue.” At which 
time the contact will say, 
“O.K., let’s hear them to- 
gether, Djon.” 


In New York, I walked back 
and forth outside 58 West 
Fifty-eighth street on the first 
Tuesday of each month, but 
nothing happened. The fourth 
time, I became angry and 
hurled the album of records 
down an open cellar door. It 
turned out that both the FBI 
and the GPU had been there 
at the same time watching me. 
“Your contact didn’t meet 
you,” said Yefimov, “because 
things looked too suspicious 
there.” He changed the meet- 
ing place to the Simon Bolivar 
monument at the Sixth avenue 
entrance to Central Park. 


moved back to the United 
States. On Feb. 15, 1953, Jack 
Soble wrote another 16-page 
report to GPU chief Korotkov, 
explaining his inactivity. He 
wrote the letter in German 
and in code. On the first Tues- 
day of the next month, I went 
to the Simon Bolivar monu- 
ment. 


At the appointed hour, a 
man approached me, and we 
made the aforementioned code 
exchange. Then, he identified 
himself as “Ivan,” and we 
went to a nearby restaurant 
for coffee. I gave him the 16- 
page report Soble had written 
in my hotel room. I then be- 
gan to explain the code that 
Soble had given me verbally, 
but he shook his head and told 
me to give the code to my con- 
tact in | Vienna when I arrived 
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there. We made arrangements 
for meetings in the future and 
parted. 

(Later, “Ivan” was identified 
as Vassily M. Molev, an offi- 
cial of the Soviet delegation 
to the United Nations. Molev 
was declared persona non 
grata by the United States 
Government a few days after 
Soble was arrested in January 
1957, and ordered to leave 
the country.) 


ON MAY 23, 1953, the GPU 
gave me a letter from foreign- 
division chief Korotkov in 
Moscow, to be delivered to 
Soble in New York. Korotkov 
said he was astounded by the 
contents of Soble’s letter and 
couldn't grasp how relations 
had deteriorated to such a de- 
gree. He again asked Soble to 
meet him in Vienna or Switz- 
erland. (This letter, too, proved 
invaluable to the United States 
government, since it estab- 
lished a direct link from Soble 
to a very high-ranking official 
in the GPU.) 

Over the next several months, 
Soble sent code replies to Ko- 
rotkov through me. He told of 
his continuing work with his 
agents. He said he was setting 
up a new brush factory in Can- 
ada to serve as a “cover.” How- 
ever, he kept stalling Korotkov 
about meeting him in Europe. 

In the meantime, things were 
in a turmoil with my GPU 
contacts in Vienna. This was 
after the arrest of Lavrenti 
Beria, head of the Soviet secret 
police. Yefimov had narrowly 
escaped the purge that followed 
Beria’s arrest. He said that he 
didn’t know what had happened 
to Tcherniavsky and his wife. 


On July 16, 1954, I phoned 
Yefimov's GPU telephone num- 
ber in Vienna. I was told to go 
to the rear of the New Berg 
theater at 11 a.m. I did. To 
my amazement, Korotkov was 
waiting. I didn't expect to sée 
the big boss at an ordinary 
meeting. Korotkov started talk- 
ing about Soble. 


“Soble is a true Commu- 
nist,” he said, “a great work- 
er and a selfless comrade, 
and I am unable to under- 
stand his present attitude. It 
can only be the poisonous 
surroundings, the environ- 
ment of radio, television and 
the press, plus the type of 
living in America, that could 
make such a mind go wrong. 
My heart aches for Soble, 
but his destiny is in your 
hands. I have no choice: 
Liquidate him.”
